HISTORICAL HOAXES 


The greatest hoax of all centuries has beea Cook and the North Pole. 


The only wonder is that no one thought of such a gigantic swindie be- 
fore. 
Dr. Cook got away with the hoax better than any of his predeces- 


sors in the "flim" line, for none other was ever crowned with laurel 
or kissed by a king. It is interesting to learn just how many men have 
succeeded in realling fooling the world for a time at least. Cook is not 
the first. 


In 14SS Michaelangelo was struggling for fame as a sculptor. The 


critics said no work could be done to equal the ancients. 
He broke the 


arms from one of his statues, aged it in appearance, buried it ana had it 
dug np again. The critics learnedly pointed oat how it excelled in beauty 
anything of modern times. After they had filled pages with their praise 
he confessed the hoax and t!u-«.~r them into confusion. 


In 176S Thomas Chatterton. a briliant youth of but 16 years, pro- 


duced various poems of pre-eminent beauty, clothed in antiques language, 
which he said his father, long since dead, had found in an ancient bos. 
Literary men were almost agreed that the poems were 
the 
work of 


Thomas Bowley. a priest who had lived many years before. 
Chattertoa 


committed suicide in 1770, and it was long before the controversy over 
the authorships of bis poems died down. 


In 1794 Samuel William Henry Ireland produced a large number of 


documents purporting to have been bequeathed to an ancestor by Will- 
iam Shakespeare, and the greatest authorities of the day accepted them 
as genuine- They included deeds to property, the manuscript of knowa 
plays and of one play hitherto unheard of. Xot until the manuscripts 
had been published was it discovered that one of the letters—from 
Queen Elizabeth to Shakespeare—w as addressed to him at the Globe thea- 
tre, which did not come into existence until 15 years later. 
Young Ire- 


land confessed he forged the documents to play a joke on his father, acd 
that the hoax gained such headway he did not dare admit it. 


In 1797 the interior of Africa was as much a sealed book in the last 


years of the ISth century as was the North pole a hundred years later. 
The world became greatly excited, therefore, over the publication in Ger- 
man, of a book entitled- " Travels in 'the Interior of Africa, from the Cape 
of Good Hope to Morocco, from the years 1771 to 1797 ; by 
Christian 


Frederick Damberger.'—It was translated hurriedly into French and Eng- 
lish, and rival publishers fought to be. the first to) reach the market. The 
work was later discovered to have been written'by Zacnary Taurinius, a 
printer of Wiuemberg- He had previously published a fictitious account 
of a voyage of the East Indies and Egypt, and another of a voyage and 
journey to Asia. Africa and America, and .had succeeded in hoaxing the 
public. His attempt to perpetrate a greater hoax was his undoing. 


George Hull, a tobacconist of Binghamton. N- Y., was responsible 


for the Cardiff Giant hoax, in 1S69, which grew out of an argument as to 
prehistoric giants, between him and the Rev. Mr. Turk, of Ackley, O- Hull 
had a figure carved of gypsum. 12 feet high, 4 feet broad and 22 inches 
thick- It was so carved and doctored as to arouse scientific dispute 
•whether it was a fossil or a prehistoric 
sculpture. 
Jt 
was 
scrubbed, 


pricked with pores, rubbed down with sand and bathed in sulphuric acid. 
Then it was buried on a farm at Cardiff. X. Y., and -discovered" by 
some men engaged in digging .a well. 
Scientists differed, 
but a great 


many famous persons declared it to be a genuine relic 
of prehistoric 


man. 
One minister proved it was the famous pillar of salt into which

A white elephant was secured by a showman. P- T- Barnum ran- 


sacked the earth in vain to secure its duplicate, without success- 
He 


took an ordinary elephant in 1SSO. utilized a bleaching preparation freely 
and made himself a white elephant, giving the animal a history that far 
outshone that of the real white elephant in possession of his 
rival. 


A great outcry was raised and a learned body of scientists at Ann Arbor, 
pronounced the peroxide beast to be genuine. Jt was years later before 
the truth came out.

in all its nakedness. Broad intima- 
tions are given that as a result of the 
warfare between Richard A. Ballinger 
and Gifford Piachot an organization, 
composed in large, part of friends of 
the former federal 
administration, 


may be formed for the purpose of 
preventing the renomination o* Wil- 
liam H: Taft as the Republican presi- 
dential car 'idate in 1912. 


It is openly charged by the friends 


of the secretary of the interior that 
at the outs-t of his administration in 
March, a luovement was started with, 
the purpose of forcing him to adopt a 
policy in administering the laws re- 
lating 10 public lands and the forests 
in consonance with the views of Mr. 
Pinchot- This effort failing, an effort 
was made, it is alleged, by means of 
a campaign conducted largely in the 
magazine 
and periodical press, to 


force him out of the cabinet. But ad- 
ministration leaders declare that it is 
a mere coincidence that the men who 
are on the trail of Secretary BalHa- 
ger held prominent places in the 
Roosevelt administration.
